National Gua rdsmen spent the weekend at 
King Street and Route 100, collecting for 
E a s te r Seals. 
E xcep t for Sunday 
a fternoon’s 
violent 
storm, the volunteers had little trouble. They 
received permission to solicit for the crip­ 
pled children, and many of the drivers were 
quite generous. 
Attired 
in 
their 
guard 
uniforms, 
the 
soldiers approached ca rs stopped at the red 
light, asked the drivers if they’d like to 
contribute, 
and 
thanked 
them 
for their 
support 
The operation went smooth. The collectors 
crea ted no hazard, and the motorists didn’t 
seem inconvenienced. 


But in Limerick Township, things didn’t go 
quite as smooth. In fact a feud has developed 
between 
guardsmen 
and 
the 
Limerick 
supervisors which borders on a mini-war. 
Nine guardsmen set up their collection 
ca mp at the intersection'of Route 422 and 
Swa mp Pike. They stayed there a grand 
total of 20 minutes before 
a 
policeman 
arrived and ordered them to disband. 
Sgt. Anson Fry, recruiting ma na ger in 
Phoenixville, cla ims his men were “ ripped 
off” . He said other civic groups have made 
collections along the highway, and no one 
ever chased them. 
Richa rd Allebaeh, cha irma n of the board 
of supervisors, said he didn’t object to the 
soldiers collecting, but opposed the site they 
were doing the collecting. 
He cla imed the men were tying up traffic. 
The guardsmen received permission to 
collect at that location from Limerick police, 
who claimed that the supervisors have the 
final say, however. 
Certainly then, these supervisors knew in 
a dva nce about the collections. Why didn’t 
they a ct beforehand, and select a more 
suitable place for the men to collect? 
Why wait until the project is underw ay and 
then order these men off the street? 
The 
gua rdsm en 
were 
enra ged 
and 
humiliated. 
WThy should they be cha sed when firemen 
and other charita ble groups have solicited 
along the sa me intersection in the past? 
The Limerick Supervisors owe an apology 
to the gua rdsmen who were willing to give up 
a valuable weekend to 
do something that 
they considered very important. 
The supervisors also owe an apology to 
some crippled children w'ho could have been 
helped by the money the gua rdsmen weren’t 
allowed to collect.

I find the recent a tta cks on Mercury 
columnist George Crane disturbing. The 
criticism, contained in severa l letters to the 
editor, shows a lack of thought. 
If you follow Dr. C ra ne’s writing,you ca n't 
possibly come to the conclusion that he is the 
“ ultim a te 
cha uv in ist” 
as 
one 
person 
suggests. 
The 
columns 
do 
not 
reflect 
prejudice attitudes beca use the columnist 
trea ts every subject in exa ctly the sa me 
m a nner whether he’s writing about men, 
women, business, the clergy, or Chinese 


food. 
Ima gine that Dr. Cra ne is doing an article 
on 
a 
South 
America n 
tribe 
named 
the 
Mumchurpas. Say he has traveled up the 
Amaz on River and 
is the 
first 
English 
speaking person to see and communica te 
with these sa va ge natives. 


It would seem like a once in a lifetime 
opportunity for a writer to explore in depth 
the habits, thoughts, and culture of a people 
totally cut off from modern civilization. 
But how would Dr. Crane deal with the 
experience? Here is a sa mple of the type 
ofcolumn I feel he’d turn out: 
“ Unsca lla D. looked like s h e’d just seen a 
head-hunter. ‘I don’t know what to do witch 
doctor Cra ne,’ began the wife of Ta ka nda D., 
chief of the Mumchurpa tribe. 
‘Ta ka nda doesn’t love me a nym ore,’ she 
la mented. Unsca lla ’s problem is the sa me 
one plaguing millions of women all over the 
world. 
Herma rria ge 
is 
suffering 
from 
boudoir boredom. 
‘All he thinks about these days is hunting 
the Kra nka bird, leading raiding parties, and 
shrinking heads,’ she said in her native 
tongue 
which 
I am 
translating for this 
column. 


It was clea r that a fter 10 yea rs of wedlock, 
Ta ka nda had developed what I call the 
‘Lewis and Cla rk’ complex. For when men 
have been wedded that long they start ex­ 
ploring new territories taking their withered 
libidos to greener pastures. 
‘A while ago when we were making love he 
jumped up and 
insisted on starting a war 
with the neighboring Abooloo tribe,’ Un­ 
sca lla said, fighting ba ck tea rs. 
‘He was gone two and a half moons. When 
he c a m e back Igave him a new bacca-wood 
da rt gun, but he never even used it. 
‘Then he began staying out late at tribal 
council meetings and to wrestle alligators, 
or so he said.

‘He’s even using my dart gun. It ha sn’t been 
like this since the time our own witch doctor 
ga ve Ta ka nda that potion and we ma de love 
right through a raid by an Abooloo war 
p a rty .’ 
I w a sn’t surprised. The ba sic ma le-fema le 
fa cts a re the sa me everywhere. So send for 
my booklet ‘Sex Life of the Mumchurpa s and 
Other Wild South America n Trib es,’ en­ 
closing a long sta mped envelope and 25 cents 
(or 110 mica stones if you’re an Abooloo or 
M um ch u rp a .)”

Motley, it was recom­ 
mended that planning for 
the

road 
be 
done 
in

w i t h 
stipulations governing a 
public road, since the 
outdated 
subdivision 
ordinance 
makes 
no 
distinction between the 
two. 
H o w e v e r , 
a f t e r 
thorough 
discussion 
of 
each engineer’s point, the 
planners 
agreed 
that 
Scheffey would not be 
required to conform to 
the requirements in his 
plans, especially 
since 
those 
requirements 
would not need to be 
translated 
into 
actual 
construction of the road. 
It was pointed out that 
if the private road, to be 
owned by an association 
of all abutting property 
owners, ever is to be 
ordained for public use, it 
will need to be brought up 
to the exacting township 
standards,

and drainage. 
The commission also

Bill Kerr' s goal: Pottstown' s glory days '

When last seen, Pottstown High’s baseball 
program 
was 
on 
the 
skids, 
teetering 
precariously along the cliff of self-destruction. 
That was last spring. The star-crossed Trojans 
i 
reeled through a wistful 4-11 season that 
spawned more bizarre developments than the

latest episode of Mary Hartman, Mary Hartman. 
In its wake, coach Ron Hallman stepped down, 
citing (a) a bad back, and (b) the mentally 
fatiguing prospect of coaching basketball and 
baseball in overlapping seasons. 
Waiting patiently backstage, of course, was his 
faithful assistant Bill Kerr. The guy destined, or 
at least selected, to lasso Pottstown’s gurgling 
program and bring it full cycle back to health, if 
not a run of championships. 
Bill Kerr, 40 years old, goes back to the truly 
glory 
days of Pottstown baseball. The best 
years. He was there, right in the middle of that 
Hall of Fame, four-year, 48-game winning streak 
(1951-54). 
“ We probably had the best baseball players 
put together at one time at Pottstown,” Kerr said 
after a recent workout. “ And it was Ed Good’s 
doing because he was not only coach but he ran 
the summer baseball camp as well.” 
Kerr played in ’52, ’53 and ’54 as a southpaw 
pitcher, 
first baseman, 
outfielder. 
As 
a 
sophomore, he hit in excess of .400, then leveled 
off in the .370s the following two years. 
And Kerr was there, at Memorial Park, the 
day the streak came to an end in extra innings 
against West Chester. He has a particular reason 
for remembering the day. 
“ I was one of the guys,” he said, “ responsible 
for not driving in the winning run. The game was 
tied in the last inning, the bases loaded and one 
out. I popped up, the next guy struck out.” 
Let the record also show that Kerr collected 
nine hits in his next nine at bats. Pottstown didn’t 
lose another game the rest of the year, and the 
Trojans celebrated with their fourth straight 
championship. 


Anyway, that was Pottstown baseball at its 
finest. 
Kerr went on to Lock Haven State, where the 
price of higher learning cut into his baseball. He 
played only one year. 
From Lock Haven, Kerr launched his coaching 
career at a place called Dillsburg High, retur­ 
ning to Pottstown in 1961 upon birth of Central 
Junior High. 
In 1971, when Hallman became head baseball 
coach, Kerr joined the varsity staff. Right away, 
there were visions of grandeur. 
“ We thought we were on our way when Ron 
and 1 took over,” Kerr confessed. “ We won the 
championship the first two years.” 
But then it started. The talent ran thin, par­ 
ticularly in pitching. That, more than anything, 
brought on the drought. 
“ Ron’s a real good coach,” Kerr said. “ In fact, 
I go to him for a lot of advice because he is such a 
good coach.” 
The Trojans bottomed out last year (” An all- 
time low,” claimed Kerr. “ I don’t remember any 
worse.” ) and problems abounded. 
“ It was not only the pitching, but we thought 
the kids didn’t have the right attitude,” Kerr 
said. “ Maybe it was because we lost the first two 
games, I don’t know.” 


What is the formula that will rejuvenate the 
sagging program? How is Bill Kerr going to 
attack the problem? 
“ How I want to attack it is to get the best 
athletes throwing the ball,” Kerr responded. 
“ What I want to do is see where all the pitchers 
have been going. We haven’t been getting any 
pitchers. That’s one of the things I’ll try to im­ 
press on Terry Burnley (Pottstown Junior High 
coach), to try to find the best athletes to throw 
the ball.” 
Kerr plans to go down to the Knee-Hi League 
and find out about the talent coming up. He plans 
to find out why more kids in the high school don’t 
come out (“ A lot of kids play in the Senior 
League who we never see here at the high 
school,” he noted). 


With this year’s team, Kerr has two pitchers 
returning (Steve Steinmetz, Chip Via), a third- 
year starter in catcher Dave Reidcnouer, and a 
steady shortstop in Kevin Strange. What’s it 
going to be like? 


“ The kids will really have to put out,” Kerr 
decided. “ We can't depend on our baseball skills 
because we don’t have that many natural 
baseball players.” 


Kerr admits he almost quit along with 
Hallman after last year. But the opportunity was 
too much to turn down. 
“ I’ve been an assistant coach all my life.” he 
explained. “ This is the first varsity head 
coaching job I ’ve had. I just wanted to try, to see 
what I can do.” 
The skids, one must assume, don’t scare Bill 
Kerr.

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'Ifs been a struggle/ says Hie DiMaggio named Dom 


W IN TE R HAVEN, Fla. (A P ) - He is the 
“ other DiMag,” with the same Italian features 
you see poking out of your TV sets, plugging a 
savings bank and a coffee machine. 
But the uniform is the red and white of the 
Boston Red Sox, not the pinstripes of the New 
York Yankees. And the man inside it is smaller 
than the DiMaggio everybody knows. And he 
only said “ hello” to the late Marilyn Monroe. 
“ It’s been a struggle all my life,” said Dom 
DiMaggio, 59, sitting in an electric cart beside 
the training grounds of the Red Sox at Chain 
Lakes Park. 
“ It started when I first came up at San 
Francisco. It followed me all through my major 
league career. I was always Joe’s kid brother. 
“ I was never bitter. It only bothered me 
because I wanted to be my own person. I had to 
fight like hell for identity. People kept intimating 
that I got where I was because of Joe. 
“ I ’m not sure I ever got out of Joe’s shadow, 
but at least people got to see me and know me 


better after we played in the 1946 World Series 
against the Cards. They could say, ‘He is a 
person.’” 
Dom, three years younger than Joe and about 
as many inches shorter at 5 feet 9, has stayed on 
with the Red Sox since his retirement as a player 
in 1953. Although a successful New England 
manufacturer and owner of a San Francisco 
restaurant, he comes south with the team every 
year. He works mainly with the minor leaguers. 
Players change and so do managers, but 
Dominic is always around with his cheery 
disposition and his ready advice to youngsters. 
He has become a Red Sox institution. 
“ I never encouraged my two sons to get into 
baseball,” he said “ I knew it would be twice as 
bard on them as it was on me. The Joe DiMaggio 
legend was just too strong.” 
His oldest son, Paul, 22, was graduated from 
Brown. Peter, 19, goes to the University of New 
Hampshire and a daughter is in Stanford. 
The 
family 
lives 
in 
Wellesley 
Hills, 
a 


fashionable suburb of Boston, and Dom operates 
two plants which make padding for automobile 
seats. As long as they keep turning out autos in 
Detroit, Dom won’t have to worry where the next 
meal is coming from. 
Dom, like Joe graying around the temples but 
bespectacled, recalls that, after the 1946 World 
Series, Boston owner Tom Yawkey called all the 
players into his office one at a time, gave each a 
bonus and asked about the next year’s salary 
demands. 
“ You don’t get that kind of personal, head-to- 
head dealings between players and owners any­ 
more,” Dom said. “ The game is now big 
business. Everything is done through agents.” 
There were four DiMaggio boys—Tom, Vince, 
Joe and Dom—plus four sisters, children of a San 
Francisco fisherman. Of the boys, only Tom 
didn’t go into baseball. 
Vince, now 63, played with the Boston Braves, 
Pittsburgh and Cincinnati, Philadelphia Phillies 
and the New York Giants 


But to the world, there has been only one 
DiMaggio—Guisepe Jr., or Joe—although Dom 
hit .379 for San Francisco of thr Pacific foart 
League before breaking in at Boston, and ratod 
by many as good a defensive outfielder as his 
brother.
